1. A method for verifying the feasibility of a medical 

project with acceptance criteria (4) for patients, having the 
following steps: 

- target criteria (6) are set for the project, 

a patient group (17) comprising potential patients is 
selected with the aid of the acceptance criteria (4) from a 
database (10) containing patient data (14) of patients, 

- the patient data (14) of the patient group (17) are evaluated 
with the aid of the target criteria (6) and a measure (21) of 
the feasibility of the project is calculated.
